Committee on Agriculture and Forestry: On Wednes- 
day, January 4, the committee met in executive session 
to discuss plans for drafting farm legislation, following 
which it was announced that Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson will appear in open session before the committee 
on Thursday, January 12, to discuss the administration’s 
farm program.

Also testifying were John W. Joanis, in behalf of the 
Bureau of Accident and Health Underwriters and 
Health and Accident Underwriters Conference, who 
expressed opposition to the disability provisions, stating 
that it must necessarily result in encouraging a marginal 
group of employees to take advantage of a physical 
impairment rather than to attempt to overcome such 
handicap to the greatest extent possible; Albert C. 
Adams, in behalf of National Association of Life Under- 
writers, who endorsed testimony by representatives of 
Life Insurance Association of America, and urged the 
committee to reject all provisions contained in H. R. 
7225, except those calling for the proposed broadening 
of coverage, pending a comprehensive and objective 
study of the OASI and related Federal welfare pro- 
grams; and Edward H. O'Connor, Insurance Economics 
Society of America, who recommended the creation of 
a well-qualified commission, either governmental or 
private or both, to make a thorough, objective, and 
peat study before taking any action on the pending 

ill.

(4) A trust fund would be established with respect to the 
receipts and expenditures in connection with the highway pro- 
gram. All new revenues collected under the provisions of the 
Boggs' bill would be placed in the trust fund beginning July r, 
1956. The present taxes on gasoline, diesel fuel, and special 
motor fuels would similarly be placed in the trust fund beginning 
July т, 1956. Collections from the present tax on tires and 
tubes will also be placed in the trust fund beginning July т, 


1957. 
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(5) The committee directed the staff to revise the exemption 
provisions of the bill pertaining to municipal buses so as to 
exempt all city bus transportation,

HIGHWAY REVENUE ACT 


Committee on Ways and Means: Ordered reported H.R. 
9075, the Highway Revenue Act of 1956, with further 
amendments. (For previous committee action see Con- 
gressional Record, Daily Digest, for February 23, 1956.) 
The amendments agreed to today are as follows: 

1. Excess trust funds would be invested in interest- 
bearing Government obligations. Advances to the trust 
fund from the general fund would be repayable with 
interest. 

2. The 3-percent Korean increases in the excise tax on 
trucks, buses, etc., would be dedicated to the trust fund 
effective July 1, 1957. 

3. To express the intent of Congress that the highway 
program be self-financing over the 16-year period, 

4. Relating to city bus systems to provide that the in- 
crease in motor-fuel taxes provided in the bill would 
not apply in the case of city bus systems furnishing 
scheduled passenger service along regular routes if at 
least 60 percent of the total passenger fare revenue of 
the company is attributable to fares which are exempt 
from the tax on transportation of persons (35 cents or 
less, commutation tickets). ‘The amount of the refund 
which would be available to such bus systems would be 
determined on a percentage basis according to the per- 
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cent that such fares exempt from tax bear to the total 
passenger fare revenue of the company. 

5. An amendment was adopted to provide a licensing 
fee on trucks having an actual or gross weight over 
26,000 pounds and used on the public highway. The 
annual licensing fee will be $1.50 per thousand pounds 
or fraction thereof.

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT, AND 
NOMINATIONS

"Section 2. On the question of advising and consenting to the 
ratification of a treaty, the vote shall be determined by yeas and 
nays, and the names of the persons voting for and against shall 
be entered on the Journal of the Senate.

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Alexander Sherman, a Washington, D. C., film dis- 
tributor, some of which films include those from Art 
Kino, a supplier of Soviet films, who stated that he had 
shown some of such films in schools, but declined to 
answer, on grounds of possible self-incrimination (fifth 
amendment), as to whether he was now a member of 
the Communist Party; and Alden Todd, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., of the Federated Press, who stated that he 
was not now a Communist, but declined to answer, on 
grounds of possible self-incrimination, as to whether he 
was a Communist 2 years ago. Messrs. Stone, Sherman, 
and Todd all stated that they knew Miss Montgomery.

TARIFF AND TRADE 


Committee оп Ways and Means: Ordered favorably 
reported, with amendments, H. R. 5550, authorizing 
the President to accept membership on behalf of the 
United States in the Organization for Trade Coopera- 
tion. 

In approving this legislation, the committee adopted 
the following amendments to provide: 

I. That the chief representative from the United 
States to the Organization for Trade Cooperation shall 
be appointed by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. The individual so appointed 
shall have the rank and status of envoy extraordinary 
and ambassador plenipotentiary. He shall hold office 
at the pleasure of the President and shall represent the 
United States in the Assembly of the Organization for 
Trade Cooperation and may serve ex officio on the 
Executive Committee or any other subsidiary of the 
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Organization. He shall perform such other functions 
as the President may direct. 

2. That the President is authorized from time to time 
to appoint such additional representatives and alternates 
as he may deem necessary to represent the United 
States. 

3. That it be made clear that nothing in the bill pro- 
viding a new section 351 to the Tariff Act of 1930 shall 
be construed to (1) enlarge or otherwise alter the au- 
thority granted to the President by section 350 of the 
Tariff Act or (2) repeal or modify by implication or 
otherwise any existing legislation of the United States. 

4. That in approving section 351 as a new section 
to the Tariff Act, the Congress does so with the under- 
standing that acceptance of membership for the United 
States in the Organization for Trade Cooperation in no 
way commits this country to enact any specific legisla- 
tion regarding any matter referred to in either the Or- 
ganization for Trade Cooperation agreement or the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

5. That it shall be the understanding of Congress that 
the functions of the Organization for Trade Cooperation 
will be limited to (1) the administration of GATT and 
(2) facilitating intergovernmental cooperation solely in 
the field of trade.: The amendment also makes it clear 
that Congress in approving section 351 understands that 
the Organization for Trade Cooperation will not be an 
intergovernmental organization having wide inter- 
national responsibilities in the economic field as de- 
scribed in article 57 (relating to specialized agencies) 
of the Charter of the United Nations. In adopting this 
amendment the committee approved language that 
would express the sense of Congress that the Organiza- 
tion for Trade Cooperation should not be brought into 
a specialized agency relationship with the United 
Nations under the permissive language of article 11 (b) 
of the OTC agreement. 
` 6. That neither the President nor any other person or 
agency shall accept on behalf of the United States any 
amendment to the agreement on the OTC unless Con- 
gress by law authorizes such action. 

The chairman announced that it is expected that the 
committee's report on H. R. 5550 will not be filed until 
after the Easter recess of the Congress.

for reestablishment of historic share of world cotton 
market, (7) House accepted Senate provision extending 
authority for surrender and reapportionment of wheat 
acreage allotments through 1957, (8) House accepted 
Senate provision providing for minimum national acre- 
age allotment for cotton in 1957 and 1958, and (9) 
House accepted Senate provisions providing for addi- 
tional national cotton acreage allotments for apportion- 
ment to small farms. 

In an evening session, the conferees agreed (т) to 
to strike from the bill section 602, price reporting of 
forest products, (2) to House provisions for appoint- 
ment of a surplus disposal administrator, and (3) to 
Senate section providing for payment of ocean freight 
on commodities shipped abroad for needy peoples.

Approved the House provisions of the bill extending coverage 
to the. following self-employed. professional groups: lawyers, 
dentists, veterinarians, naturopaths, chiropractors, and optome- 
trists. ‘They disapproved the House provision which would also 
have extended coverage to self-employed osteopaths and workers 
producing or harvesting gum-resin products. The effect would 
be to continue the exclusion of gum-resin workers and self- 
employed osteopaths. 

Approved the House provisions under which certain farm 
landlords now excluded may be covered if they participate in the 
farming operation. 

To provide continued coverage for farmers—including farm 
landlords—in years when farm earnings are low, the committee 
would also amend existing law to allow low-income farmers 
whose annual gross earnings are more than $400 but not more 
than $1,200 to count their gross earnings for social security. 
Farmers whose annual gross earnings are over $1,200 could re- 
port either their actual net earnings, or if these net earnings are 
less than $1,200, could report $1,200. 

Farm partnerships would also be allowed to use this optional 
method of reporting which now applies only to a self-employed 
farm operator.

(12) tentatively agreed to a further amendment that 
feed grains would be supported at 75.7 percent of par- 
ity in 1956, without the requirement that such pro- 
ducers participate in the soil bank; that feed grains be 
supported in 1957 at 5 percentage points below the level

The committee today tentatively approved amendments to 
the social security law which would pay benefits to widows at 
age 62, and benefits for children, regardless of age, permanently 
and totally disabled prior to their 18th birthday, if their disability 
has continued beyond age 18. 

The committee disapproved the House-passed provisions for 
totally and permanently disabled workers age 50 and over. 

A revision of existing law as it applies to agricultural workers 
would cover such workers if they are either paid $200 a year by 
one employer or if they work for 30 days for one employer at a 
daily, weekly, or monthly rate. The House bill made no change 
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in existing law. This amendment would also extend coverage to 
more agricultural workers by making a special provision whereby 
more “crew leaders” will be considered as employers of agricul- 
tural laborers. 

Further action by the committee would provide coverage. for 
American ministers serving outside the country, who are not 
employed by ап American employer, but whose congregation is 
composed predominantly of American citizens. 

Further coverage was also provided by an amendment which 
would allow American corporations who own 20 percent or 
more of the stock of a foreign subsidiary to cover American em- 
ployees working for that subsidiary, upon entering into an agree- 
ment with the Internal Revenue, Service to provide such 
coverage. 

The increase in the social security tax rate provided by the 
House was also stricken from the bill by committee action. The 
tax would remain at present rates. 


Committee will meet again tomorrow on this bill.

on Interior and Insular Affairs on the tariff provisions 
of S. 3792-S. 3801, bills providing relief for producers 
of strategic and critical minerals, metals, and materials.

Conferees, on Saturday, May 12 in executive session, 
agreed to file a conference report on the differences 
between the Senate- and House-passed versions of H. R. 
7030, to amend and extend the Sugar Act of 1948, fol- 
lowing which the below-listed explanatory statement 
was issued 


There were three main points of difference between the House 
and Senate bills, namely, the length of the extension, the per- 
centage of increased demand in the United States allocated to 
foreign and to domestic producers, and the division of the for- 
eign shares among the producing countries. 

1. The Senate conferees receded on the length of the extension 
and adopted the 4-year period in the House bill rather than the 
6 years as passed by the Senate. 

2. The House conferees receded on the percentage allocated 
to foreign and domestic producers and adopted the Senate for- 
mula of 55 percent of the increase to domestic producers and 45 
percent to foreign suppliers. The House bill would have divided 
the increase 50 percent to each, 

3. A compromise was worked out on the share allocated to 
each foreign supplier on the basis of percentage of total sugar 
shipments to the United States by Cuba and all the full-duty 
countries. The following table compares House and Senate bills

gal; he also stated that Soviet agents knew these people 
by their correct names and that they are blackmailing 
them with threats of deportation; 

Michael Mischaikow, of Bulgaria, who came to the 
U. S. from West Germany, where he found himself at 
the end of the war; this witness stated that refugees in 
West Germany have received unsigned mimeographed 
letters mailed in the U. S. urging that if they return to 
their homeland no harm will come to them; 
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Ivan Miroskinov, a former Russian colonel, who came 
to the U. S. in 1951, and who testified he was approached 
by an American citizen who urged him to return to 
Russia; and 

Zygmunt Naforski, Jr., of Poland, who is a writer 
and editor in New York, and who testified that he was 
urged by an official of the U. N. to return to Poland 
and join a non-Communist. movement there in which 
he could be more effective in freeing Poland; he also 
stated that on a visit to South America he had found 
that the Soviet has groups of missionaries working with 
refugees. 


LIBRARY OF MEDICINE, AND PHS ACT 
AMENDMENTS

4. The truck use tax of $1.50 per r,000 pounds on trucks with 
a "taxable gross weight" of over 26,000 pounds was amended to 
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make it applicable only to the weight over 26,000 pounds. The 
rate of this tax was also increased to $2.50 per 1,000 pounds, 

5. The committee placed a special limitation on the availabil- 
ity of expenditures for highways designed to make sure that no 
deficit will develop in the highway trust fund.

Corporate distributions of property taxable as divi- 
dends—The House receded with an amendment to make it 
clear that the section shall not apply to a taxpayer who had filed 
a return with reliance on the announced litigation policy of the 
Department of the Treasury. The amendment of the House 
conferees would be limited to corporate taxpayers. 

Section 4. Application to poultry of tax on transportation of 
property —The Senate receded, 

Section 5. Amendment relating to trademark and trade-name 
expenditures.—The House receded with an amendment to make 
it clear that the 60-month period provided in the section begins 
to run at the time the expenses are paid or incurred. 

Section 6. Livestock sold on account of drought—The House 
receded with an amendment to eliminate the requirements in 
this section: (1) that the President determine that a major dis- 
aster exists because of drought; and (2) that the area be found 
eligible by the Department of Agriculture for emergency 
assistance.

Veterans, who suggested that survivors of Spanish- 
American War veterans, whose deaths are classified as 
non-service-connected, be included as service-connected 
cases eligible for benefits proposed in the bill; and Mrs. 
Marie Munoz, Gold Star Wives, who favored enactment 
of this bill.

Adm. G. F. Beardsley, Assistant Comptroller, Director 
of Budget and Reports, Navy); and Percy Rappaport,

Armstrong, Chief, Accounting Group, both of the 
Bureau of the Budget, who also favored the bill.

VETERANS’ PENSIONS 


Committee on Veterans’ Affairs: Ordered favorably 
reported H. R. 7886, which provides: 

Title I: For a pension for veterans of World Wars I, 
II, and Korea of $85 a month if the veteran is less than 
65 years of age and meets specific disability require- 
ments, is unemployable, and has an income of less than 
$1,400 if single and $2,700 if with dependents; at age 65 
establishes presumption that the veteran is totally dis- 
abled, the pension rate is $105; if the veteran is so help- 
less or blind as to need the regular aid and attendance 
of another person the rate is set at $150. “The above rates 
аге increased by 20 percent for any veteran who served 
overseas for 30 days or more. In addition the bill 
provides: 
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т. Increases the rate of pension payable to widows of 
Spanish War, World Wars I and II and Korea to $75 
a month. 

2. Places widows of World War II and Korea on the 
same basis as World War I insofar as eligibility for pen- 
sion is concerned. 

3. Increases the rate of burial allowance from $150 
to $200. 

Title II: Increases the rates of service-connected com- 
pensation for veterans of all wars ranging from $20 for 
то percent disability to $250 for a total disability. Over- 
all ceiling on compensation is set at $450 and statutory 
award rates are increased from $47 to $55. The rate for 
arrested tuberculosis is increased from $67 to $75 
monthly. 

Makes veterans with service-connected compensation 
rated less than 50 percent (present law applies to those 
rated 50 percent and above) eligible for increased com- 
pensation for dependents and also increases the rate 
available for this purpose. For example, a veteran 
totally disabled and having a wife would receive $25 
additional in lieu of the present $21 additional. 

Increases the rate of widows from $87 to $125 monthly 
with proportionate increases for widows with children.

Mr. Pirogov stated that he believed 
Barsov is now dead, and challenged the Soviet Govern- 
ment to produce him to justify their present redefection 
campaign which promises safety to those who return.

Nicholas Koroloff, of Farmingdale, N. J., who testified 
that they have assisted many Russian emigres in their 
relocation in the U.S. ‘Testimony was also heard from 
a Russian emigre whose name was not disclosed.

DISTILLED SPIRITS—RENEGOTIATION 


Committee on Ways and Means: т. Unanimously 
ordered favorably reported without amendment H. R. 
11714, providing a 3-year extension, to June 11, 1959, of 
the authority of the Treasury Department to waive the 
application of any internal revenue provision relating 
to distilled spirits (except the taxes) where the Secretary 
of the Treasury deems it desirable from the standpoint 
of national defense.

(2) Recommendation 10 (b) would be amended so as

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cannot be renegotiated, would be apportioned accord- 
ing to the months elapsing in the year in which the 
renegotiation authority is terminated.

MUTUAL SECURITY 


Committee on Foreign Relations: The committee began 
its executive consideration of H. R. 11356, mutual secu- 
rity program for fiscal 1957. Some of the major deci- 
sions of the committee today were as follows: (1) In- 
creased by $15 million to $78.7 million funds for defense 
support for Europe (excluding Greece and Turkey), 
and approved the House-passed figures of $882 million 
for defense support for Asia and $37 million for Latin 
America, (2) retained provisions in the bill relating to 
the prohibition of assistance to Yugoslavia, and (3) ap- 
proved the following amendment proposed by Senator 
Green: 


In section 2, relating to the authorization for military assist- 
ance, renumber subsection (b) as (c), strike out subsection (a), 
and substitute the following new subsections: 

“(a) There is hereby authorized to be appropriated to the 
President for the fiscal year 1957 program to carry out the pur- 
poses of this chapter not to exceed. $925,000,000 which shall 
remain available until expended, 

“(b) In addition to the authorization in subsection (a) of 
this section, there is hereby authorized to be appropriated to the 
President not to exceed $1,600,000,000 to remain available until 
expended.and to be used only for the purpose of purchasing 
equipment and materials for the Armed Forces of the United 
States, in replacement for equipment and materials of a corre- 
sponding value:which the Secretary of Defense is hereby author- 
ized to furnish from Department of Defense: stocks in accord- 
ance with the terms of this Act applicable to military assistance 
and within the limits of appropriations made pursuant to this 
authorization. In the discretion of the Secretary of Defense, the 
Department of Defense may use such appropriations for replace- 


ment in advance of delivery of such equipment and materials іп. 


the possession of the Department of Defense or may incur, in 
applicable appropriations, obligations in anticipation of.reim- 
bursement from such appropriations for replacement." 

The committee agreed to strike from the provisions of 
the bill subsection (c) of section 201 (“to be eligible for 
bilateral assistance from funds hereafter made available 
for purposes of this title, a nation shall have entered into 
a written agreement, satisfactory to the President, to per- 
mit participation by private enterprise in the accom- 
plishment of any of the purposes of this Act in conform- 
ance with the provisions of section 413; which relates to 
encouragement of free enterprise and private participa- 
tion").

The action by the conferees as indicated above is sub- 
ject to necessary minor technical and clerical changes. 

The action of the conferees on the substantive Senate 
amendments is as follows:

Senate amendments Nos. 2, 3, 14, and 19 
contain the registration provision added by the Senate. 

2. Proration for fuels used off the highway: Senate 
version rejected in conference. 

3. Application of additional special motor fuels tax 
to “highway” instead of “motor” vehicles: Senate ver- 
sion accepted in conference. This change made by the 
Finance Committee is reflected in Senate amendments 
Nos. 3 and 14. 

4. Gasoline refund: Senate version accepted in confer- 
ence with a modification to delete the provision for 
quarterly returns thereby providing for annual refunds 
in all cases. 

The amendments which relate to the Senate amend- 
ment with respect to gasoline refunds are Nos. 6, 15, 19, 
and 21. The principal amendment in this case is 
No. 19. 

5. Use tax rate on trucks and busses: House version 
accepted in conference. 

6. Special relief for transit systems under fuel taxes 
and use tax: House version accepted in conference with 
modification. The conferees modified the House provi- 
sions to provide direct annual refunds with respect to 
the r-cent additional tax rather than the exemption or 
refund processed up through the producer as was pro- 
vided in the original House version. Amendments re- 
lating to the removal of the special relief for transit sys- 
tems are Nos. 1o and 16. 

7. Floor stock tax due date: Senate version accepted 
in conference. The numbered Senate amendment re- 
lating to this change is No. 13. 

8. Limitation on apportionments: Senate version ac- 
cepted in conference. "The Senate amendment relating 
to this limitation of apportionments is No. 22.

(2) With respect to travel between a point in the U. S. and 
a point in a foreign country, the provisions of the House bill 
were accepted with the addition of the 225-mile buffer zone pro- 
vision contained in the Senate bill, "Thus, the U. S. leg of a trip 
beginning in the U. S. and ending in a foreign country is to

be taxable. Moreover, transportation from a point in the U. S. 
to a point in Canada or Mexico within 225 miles of the U. 5, is 
to be fully taxable. 

(3) The special penalty provision in the Senate bill was 
deleted. 

(4) The provision in the Senate bill for payment of tax di- 
rectly to the U. S., in case the tax is not otherwise paid, is to 
be retained. 

If the bill is enacted during July its provisions become effective 
October r. 

It is anticipated that the enactment of this bill, as agreed to 
by the conferees, will result in a revenue loss of about $17 million 
a year.

Agricultural Trade Development: Calendar Wednes-

Conferees on Friday, July 20, in executive session, tenta- 
tively agreed to language for a report on the differences 
between the Senate- and House-passed versions of H. R. 
7225, Social Security Amendments of 1956. Major 
agreements of the conferees are as follows: (т) Adopted 
Senate language which excludes in the self-employed 
category physicians and osteopaths; (2) in the case of 
farm operators and share farmers who have gross in- 
comes of $1,800 or less, two-thirds of such income will 
be considered for socialsecurity purposes; where gross 
income is over $1,800, they report either actual net earn- 
ings or, if net earnings are less than $1,200, they may 
report $1,200; (3) ministers outside of the U. S., whose 
congregations predominantly consist of U. S. citizens, 
would be covered; (4) farm workers would be covered 
if they receive $150 per year from one employer, or if 
they work 20 days or more for cash wages for one em- 
ployer; (5) State and local government employees in 
certain named States who have retirement systems of 
their own would have social-security coverage extended 
to them; (6) TVA and Federal Home Loan Bank em- 
ployees would be covered; (7) disability benefits would 
be payable to permanently and totally disabled persons, 
and a separate trust fund would be established for such 
payments; (8) benefits would be provided for disabled 
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children who have been disabled since before they 
reached age 18; (9) widows and surviving dependent 
mothers would be paid benefits upon reaching age 62; 
working women and wives could receive reduced bene- 
fits at age 62; (10) certain aliens who leave the U. S. 
would have their benefits suspended while outside of 
the U. S.; (11) persons convicted of treason, etc., may 
be denied benefits by a court; (12) employees of organ- 
izations listed by the Subversive Activities Control 
Board would be excluded from coverage; (13) tax rates 
on both employers and employees would be increased 
by one-quarter of т percent effective January 1, 1957, 
and on self-employed by three-eighths of 1 percent; 
(14) the matching formula for old-age assistance, aid to 
the blind, and aid to the permanently disabled would 
be amended so as to provide Federal matching of State 
payments at the rate of four-fifths of a first $30, and one- 
half of a next $30, up to a maximum of $60; (15) maxi- 
mum amount matchable under aid to dependent chil- 
dren’s program would be increased by $2; (16) match- 
ing formula for medical care would be provided on a 
50-50 basis, up toa maximum of $6 for adults and $3 for 
children; (17) $5 million would be authorized for fiscal 
year 1957 for grants to States and public nonprofit 
organizations for research or demonstration projects on 
prevention and reduction of dependency; (18) training 
grants for training public assistance personnel would 
be authorized; (19) in the aid to dependent children 
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program, the requirement that a child between the ages 
of 16 and 18 must attend school to be eligible for benefits 
would be deleted; (20) the ceiling on grants to Puerto 
Rico would be raised from $4,250,000 to $5,312,500, and 
on the Virgin Islands from $160,000 to $200,000; and 
(21) the authorization for child welfare programs 
would be increased from $10 million per year to $12 
million per year. 

Conferees will meet again Tuesday, July 24, for the 
final review of this report.
